paper-cases as may be necessary for the safe keeping of papers 
on file in said office ; and the said clerk may also cause a small 
wood-house to be erected in rear of said office.

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

S I. It shall be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and .com- 
monalty of the city of New- York, whenever West-street shall 
be nuule between the Albany basin and Battery place, (late 
Marketiield-street,) in the said city, to alter the pkn or direc- 
tion thereof, as heretofore laid out, approved of or agreed upon, 
in such manner that the line thereof shall run parallel with the 
line of Washington-street, and that the easterly side thereof 
shall be one hundred and eighty feet distant from the westerly 
side of Washington-street, at the termination of the said streets, 
or Battery place, (late Marketfield-streeJL) inJhasaid city. 



Chap. 9. 

AN ACT to alter the Time of the Annual Meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors of the County of Westchester. 

Passed January 18, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

§ 1. From and after the passage of this act, the annual 
meeting of the board of supervisors of the county of Westches- 
ter, shall be on the first Monday after the annual election in 
each and every year. . 



Chap. 10. 

AN ACT to extend the Time for the Collection of Taxes 
in the Town of Grembush^ in the County of Rensse- 
laer. 

Passed January 22, 1830. 

T&e People of the State of New- York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact at follows : 

S 1, The collector of the town of Greenbush shall have the 
like power and authority as is now given by law, to execute 
his warrant for the collection of taxes, until the ninth day of 
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March one thousand eight hundred and thirty, to which time 
the said warrant is ^tended. This act shall not be considered 
as exteoding the time for the collection of said taxes, unless 
tbe kiil of the said collector shall consent to the same, by an 
instrument under their hands and seals, to be filed with the 
county treasurer.

AN ACT to incorporate the Buffalo and Hamburgh 
Turnpike Company. 

Passed January 23, 18S0. 

The People of the State of Neuy-York^ represented in 
Senate and Aaaemblffy do enact as follows : 

S 1. Elijah Leech, Bela D. Coe, Joseph Foster, and their ^jojtio* 
associate^) «Lte Vi^\%hy constituted a body corporate, by the 
name of " The Buffalo and Hamhurgh Turnpike Company,'* 
for the purpose of making a turnpike road, from near the house 
of Joseph Foster in the town of Hamburgh, on the most eligible 
Tonte to the village of BjifTalo. 

S 2. The said company shall erect and maintain good and i 
sufficient bridges, not less than twenty feet in width, oyer 
Buffalo creek, Smoke creek, and Rush creek. 

S 3. The capital stock of said company shall be twenty stock* 
thousand dollars, to be divided into two hundred shares of one 
hundred dollars each ; and Elijah Leech, Bela D. Coe and 
Thomas G. Abeel, shall be commissioners to receive subscrip- 
tions for said stock: 

S 4. When said company shall have erected a bridge over RatMoftodi 
the Buffalo creek, and completed one mile of said road next 
adjoining the same, they shall be authorised to erect agate at 
said bri&e, and receive the following tolls : For every waggon 
or cart orawn by one horse, mule or ox, six and a quarter 
cents ; for every waggon or cart drawn by two horses, mules 
or oxen, twelve and a half cents ; for every additional horse, 
mule or ox, attached to such waggon or cart, three cents ; for 
every stage-waggon, chariot, coach, coachee, phsBton, curricle, 
or oUier pleasure waggon drawn- by two horses, eighteen and 
three-fourth cents ; for every additional |iorse attached to such 
carriage, three cents ; for every chaise, chair, sulkey, or other 
pleasure carriage drawn by one horse, twelve and a half cents ; 
far every sleigh or sled drawn by two korses, mules or oxen, 
six and a quarter cents, and for every additional horse or mule, 
three cents ; for every sleigh or sled drawn by one horse, mule 
or ox, four cents ^ for every horse and rider, four cents ; for 
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every horse led or driven, three cents ; for every score of cattle, 
horses or mules, twenty-five cents ; for every score of sheep 
or hogs, ten cents, and so in proportion for a greater or less 
number ; for every footman, two cents. But if said road shall 
not be fully completed within two years from the time of erect- 
ing said gate, no toll for the passage of said bridge shall be 
received until said road is fully completed.

ised to erect upon said road, another gate, and receive thereat, 
in addition, the same amount and rate of tolls as provided in 
the last preceding section, except for footmen passing said gate.

S 1. The' supervisors of the county of Ulster, at their next A«o«H«r 
annual meeting, shall cause to be levied on and collected from ^*^ 
the town of Shawangunk and the town of New-Paltz in said 
county, in the same manner as other town charges are directed 
to be levied and collected, the sum of twelve hundred dollars ; 
six hundred dollars from the town of Shawangunk, and six 
hundred dollars from the town of New-Paltz ; to build a bridge 
over the Shawagunk-kill, at the village of TuthiUtown, on the 
state road leading from Albany to Goshen, in the same place 
where the old bridge now stands, partly in the' town of Shaw* 
angunk and partly in the town of New-Paltz in said county ; 
and the collectors of said towns shall pay the sums of money 
levied upon each of their respective towns, when collected, to 
the commissioners hereinafter named, and take their receipts 
for the same. 

S 2. David M'Kinstry, John H. Dubois, Henry Denton, ooamajgji- 
Robert Jardon, Jonas Hasbrouck, Jacob Hardenbergh andM^^ 
Nathan Harlow, are hereby appointed commissioners to su- 
perintend the building and completing of the said bridge, and 
they are hereby vested with power to contract for the materials 
vyi workmanship of the same ; and the said commissioners 
shall, before they enter upon their duties as aforesaid, execute 
a bond to the supervisors of said towns, in the penal sum of 
twenty-four hundred dollars, conditioned for the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties under this act. 

S 3. It shall be the duty of the said commissioners, within T« i 
two years after the passage of this act, to account to the super- 
▼uors and town derks of said towns, for all monies expended

and the proceeds thereof shall be laid out towards building the 
said bridge.

AN ACT to authorise the Supervisors of Columbia Co^wty 
to raise an additional sum of money y to pay for the Poor- 
House of said County. 

Passed January 26, 1830. 

The People, of the State of New- York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

S 1. The supervisors of jColumbia county are hereby au- 
thorised and required to direct to be levied, collected and paid, 
an additional sum of five thousand dollars, to enable them to 
pay the debt already incurred in purchasing a farm and erect- 
ing buildings for the poor of said county, and to enable them to 
erect such additional buildings as shall be necessary for the 
accommodation of said poor. 

S 2. Rufus Reed, Gayer Gardner and Charles Waldo, are 
hereby appointed a committee, with full power and authority 
forthwith to borrow said sum of five thousand dollars, on the 
credit of said county, and on condition that the same shall be 
repaid, with interest, on the first day of February one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-one.

Chap. 16. 

AN ACT extending tJie Tim^for the Collection of Taxes 
in the Town qf Jolmstown. 

Passed January 28, 1830.

AN ACT to vest certain powers in the Supreme Court

S I. Nathaniel Garrow and Walter Weed are appointed Com 
commissioners to superintend the erection of a new fire-proof*^ 
clerk's office in the county of Cayuga, upon the court-house 
Jot in the village and town of Auburn. 

S 2. The board of supervisors of the county of Cayuga are t«x. 
hereby required, at their next annual meeting, to cause to be 
levied and collected from the taxable inhabitants and property 
in the said county, a sum not .exeeding oioe thousand dollars 
over and above the expense of collecting the same, which sum 
shall be levied and collected in the same manner as other con- 
tingent charges of the county are levied and collected.

Passed February 23^ 18S0» 

T%e People of the State of NeuhTorh^ repre90nted wi 
Senate and Asmnbly, do enact as follows : 

Si* The supervisors of the county of Ulster, at their nextitoMteiM 
annual meeting, Aall cause to be leyied and collected on the"*"*^^*** 
town of Shawangunk, in the same manner as other town 
charges are directed to be levied and collected, the sum of 
seven hundred and fifty dollars, the present year, and the fiir- 
ther sum of seven hundred and fifty dollars, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, to build a bridge over 
the Walkill, on the road leiading from Mulford's mills to 
Newburgh, at or near the said Mulford's mills, and to cover 
the said l»-idge ; and the collector of said town shall pay the 
said sum of money, when collected, to the commissioners 
herein after named, and take their receipt for the same.

AN Act regulating Highways mid Bridges in the Coun- 
ties of Suffolk^ Queens and Kings. 

Passed February 23, 1830. 

Tke People of the State of New- York ^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : . 

ARTICLE FIRST. 

Of the officers entrusted with the care and superintendence 
of highways aiid bridges^ and their general powers and 
duties. 
General S L The Commissioners of highways in the several towns" 

SSSL"^e ^^ ^^ said counties, shall have the care and superintendence of 
cpmmis- the highways and bridges therein ; and it shall be their duty, 
il^ht!!ly«. 1. To give directions for the repairing of the roads and 
bridges within their respective towns :

If. any person shall wantonly damage any road or 
bridge, or fence across any road, or erect or set any gate there- 
on, or put or leave therein any unnecessary obstructions, with- 
out the consent of the commissioners ; or if any person shall 
leave the carcase of any beast, or any broken carriage, in any 
road for a longer time than may be necessary to remove the 
same ; or set up in or near any road, any thing by which horses 
are usually affi-ighted ; or shall, by any improper conduct, af- 
fright any horse with whom any person is travelling on any 
road ; every such person so offending, shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of five dollars for each off'^rce, with costs of suit, to be 
recovered by the overseer of the district. 

S 84. The overseers of highways shall forthwith remove all 
obstructions in the public roads of their respective districts, JS.-* 
(except fences and buildings ;) and every overseer neglecting 
or refuidng to remove such obstructions, after being notified or 
requested so to do by any justice of the peace or commissioner 
of the town, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars. 

S 85. In every case where a highway has been, or shall be 

encroached upon by fences or buildings, the commissioners of SJJi^

The commissioners making the order, shall cause the same to 
be reduced to writing, and signed. They shall also give notice 
in iirriting to such person or persons, if he or they be the oc- 
cupants or owners of the land, otherwise to such ovm-seer, to 
remove such fences or buildings forthwith, if the f»me shall 
have been erected within ninety days previous, otherwise with- 
in the period of sixty days. Every such order and notice shall 
specify the width of the said highway, the extent of the en- 
croachment, and the place or places in which the same shall 
exist ; and if such removal diall not be made within the time

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specified in such notice, the person to whom such notice shall 
have been given, shall forfeit the sum of fifty cents for each day 
that such encroachment shall remain after such notice given.

No board of superriflors shall, under the last pre- 
ceding sectioD, cause any sum exceeding five hundred dollars 
to be levied and raised cm any county in any one year. 

S 9T. Whoever shall injure any bridge maintained at the 
jmblic charge, shall, for every offence, forfeit treble damages. 
The commissioners of highways of each town shall cause all 
public bridges to be railed ; and all persons whose duty it i$ 
to make and maintain bridges across their mill dams, shall rail 
the same with good and sufficient railings at dieir own ex- 
pense, and shall keep the same in repair ; and in case of ne- 
glect or refusal to erect or to keep in repair such railings, on

make and sell gas, to be made of coal, oil, tar, peat, pitch, 
and turpentine, or other materials, and to be used for die pur-

Reuben Toner, Alfred Munson, and Milo Hunt, are 
hereby appointed commissioners to lay out a public highway, •"• 
or so alter the present ones as to make one continuous road, 
from the village of Sherburne, in the county of Chenango, on 
the best and most practicable ground and shortest distance, to 
the village of WaterviUe, in .ttie county of Oneida, and fixim 
thence to or near the village of Utica ; the whole to be so 
laid out, and present roads altered, as they, the said commis- 
sioners, shall deem most conducive to the public good. 

S 2. The said commissioners, before they enter upon theToukt

S h There shall be established, in the city of Hadson, a 
bank, to be called ^^ The Hudson River Bank ;'' whose ope- 
rations of discount and deposit shall be carried on in the city 
of Hudson^ and not elsewhere. 

AH persons who shall become holders of the capital 
stock of the said bank, pursuant to this act, shall be, and they 
are hereby constituted a body corporate, by the name of ^* The 
President, Directors and Company of the Hudson River Bank;" 
and such corporation shall continue until the second Tuesday 
of June, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five. 

^ 3. The said corporation shall have power to carry on the 
business of banking, by discounting bills, notes, and other evi- 
dences of debt ; by receiving deposits ; by buying and selling 
gold and silver bullion, foreign coins, and bills of exchange ; 
by issuing bills, notes, and other evidences of debt ; and by 
exercising such other incidental powers as shall be necessary 
to carry on such business. 

^ 4. The real estate which it shall be lawful for the sar<l 
corporation to purchase, hold and convey, shall be, 

1. Such as shall be requisite for its immediate accommoda- 
tion in the convenient transaction of its business ; or, 

2. Such as shall have been mortgaged to it in good faith, by 
way of security for loans previously contracted, or for monies 
due ; or, 

3. Such as shall have been conveyed to it, in satisfaction of 
debts previously contracted in the course of its dealings ; or, 

4. Such as shall have been purchased at sales upon judg- 
ments, decrees or mortgages, obtained or made for such debts. 

The said corporation shall not purchase, hold, or convey 
real estate in any other case, or for any other purpose. 

S 5. The said corporation shall not, directly or indirectly, 
deal or trade in buying or selling any goods, wares, merchan- 
dize or commodities whatsoever, or in buying or selling any 
stock created under any act of the United States or of any par- 
ticular state, unless in selling the same when trulv pledgea by 
way of security for debts due to the said corporation. 

S 6. The capital stock of the said corporation shalji be one 
hundred thousand dollars, to be divided into two thousand 
shares of fifty dollars each ; and Edward P. Livingston, Ruftui 
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Reed, Abraham A. Van Buren, James Yanderpoel, Robert A. 
Barnard, Solomon Wescott and Israel Piatt, are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners to receive subscriptions to the said 
capital stock.

AN ACT to loan Money to the County of CcUtarauguSr 

Passed April 6, 1830. 

The People of th^ State of New^York^ represented in 
Senate and Asseinbly^ do enact as follows:

with the annual interest thereon, in three annual instalments,

§ 1. The legislative power of the corporation of the city ofi 
New- York, shall be vested in a board of aldermen and a board p®^"- 
of assistants, who together shall form the common council of 
the city.

AN ACT to incarporate the President j Directors and 
Company qf Livingston County Sank. 

Passed April 7, 18S0. 

The People of the State of New-Tork^ represented tn^^ 
Smote and Assembly, do enact asfoUotos : 

S 1. There shall be established, in tho village of Geneseo, Na««. 
and county of Livingston, a bank, to be called ^^ Livingston 
County Bank ;'' whose operations of discount and deposit shall 
be carried on in the village of Geneseo, and not elsewhere.

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S S* All persons who shall become holders of the ctpital 
stock of the said bank, pursuant to this act, shall be, and thejr 
are hereby constituted a body corporate, by the name of " The 
President, Directors and Company of Livingston County 
Bank;" and such corporation shall continue until the first day 
of July, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-five, 

S S. The said corporation shall have power to carry on the 
business of banking, by discounting bills, notes, and other evi- 
dences of debt ; by receiving deposits ; by buying and selling 
gold and silver bullion, foreign coins, and bills of exchange ; 
by issuing bills, notes, and other evidences of debt ; and by 
exercising such other incidental powers as shall be necessary 
to carry or such business. 

S 4. The real estate which it shall be lawful for tlie said 
corporation to purchase, hold and convey, shall be, 

1. Such as shall be requisite for its immediate accommoda- 
tion in the convenient transaction of its business ; or, 

2. Such as shall have been mortgaged to it in good faith, by 
way of security for loans previously contracted,^ or lor monies 
due ; or, 

3. Such as shall have been conveyed to it, in satis&ction of 
debts previously contracted in the course of its dealings ; or, 

4. Such as shall have been purchased at sales upon judg- 
ments, decrees or mortgages, obtained or made for such debts. 

The said corporation shall not purchase, hold, or convey 
real estate in any other case, or for any other purpose. 

S 5. The said corpoiation shall not, directly or indirectly, 
deal or trade in buying or selling any goods, wares, merchan- 
dize or commodities whatsoever, or in buying or selling any 
stock created under any act of the United States or of any par- 
ticular state, unless in selling the same when truly pieced by 
way of security for debts due to the said corporation. 

S 6. The capital stock of the said corporation shall be one 
hundred thousand dollars, to be divided into four thousand 
shares of twenty-five dollars each ; and William H. Spencer, 
Allen Ayrault, Daniel H. Fitzhugh, Willard H. Smith and 
William Lyman, are hereby appointed commissioners to re- 
ceive subscriptions to the capital stock.

For every wagon, cart, or other carriage drawn by two horses, 
oxen or mules, twelve and a half cents ; and for .ev^ry addi- 
tional horse, ox or mule, three cents ; apd for every wagon, 
cart, or qther carriage drawn by one hqrse, ox or mule, six 
cents : for every sleigh or sled drawn by two horses, oxen or 
mules, six c6nts : for (every sleigh or sled drawn by one horse, 
mule or ox, four cents : for every horse and rider, four cents : 
for every horse, mule or jack, led or driven, three cents : for 
every score of cattle, horsestor mules, twelve and an half ceiits : 
for every score of sheep or hogs, six cents; and for every per- 
son on foot two cents. 

S 10. If any person shall wilfully impair or injure the said 
bridge, he shall forfeit and pay to the corporation the sum of 
ten dollars, to be recovered with costs of suit ; and shall also 
be liable to pay to said corporation, treble the amount of da- 
mages sustained, with costs of suit, to be recovered in an ac- 
tion of trespass.

AN ACT to incorporate the Proprietors of the Long Wharf 
at Sagg-Harbor^ in the Covmty of Suffolk. 

Passed April 16, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-Yerkj reppisenied in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact asfoHows : 

§ 1. The owners or proprietors of the long wharf at Sagg- corporation 
Harbor in the county of Suffolk, viz. Stephen Ht)well, Silas «"***^- 
Howell, Lewis Howell, Samuel Huntting, Benjamin Hunt- 
ting, Samuel L'Hommedieu junior, Mary C. L'Hommedieu, 
Anna Bering, Henry T. Dering, Nathan Fordham, Lester 
Beebe junior, Zephaniah Hedges, Gurden Corwithe, Caleb 
Corwithe, William Corwithe, Samuel H. Rose, Abraham T. 
Rose, James White, Abraham Halsey, Augustus B. Halsey, 
and Mercator Cooper, and their successors forever, shall be a 
body corporate, in fact and in name, by the name and style of 
**The Proprietors of the Long Wharf at Sagg-Harbor." 

S 2. The said proprietors shall meet annually on the second Ano«ai 
Tuesday in May in each and every year, at such place as they 
may appoint ; and they shall, at such meeting, elect a chair- 
man, treasurer, wharfinger, and tliree trustees, who shall hold 
their respective offices for one year, and until ojhers shall be 
elected in their stead. 

• S 3. ' In electing the aforesaid officers, and in every question vot«i. 
to be decided at any of the meetings of the said body, each share 
shall be entitled to one vote. 

S 4. In case it should happen that the annual meeting of the EJecUonmv 
said proprietors should not be held on the second Tuesiday in J* '^^^Jy®'* 
May as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the said proprietors to 
hold said annual meeting on any other day ; due notice of the 
same being given by the treasurer, as is hereinafter provided. 

S 6. The chairman shall call a special meeting of the said ^^ 
proprietors, ^enever so required by the trustees, or a major "^ 
part d[ the«a ; and it sball be the duty of the treasurer to give 
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seasonable notice to all the proprietors, of sudi special meet- 
ii^y and also of the annual meetings. 

S 6. The treasurer shall act as secretary of said corporatioa, 
and shall keep their hooks, and a strict and correct account of 
all such monies as he shall receive and pay out ; and at the 
annual meetings, and also at the special meetings, if so requir- 
ed, he shall exhibit said account, and shall hold all monies in 
his hands subject to the order of the said proprietors.

tons, at the rate of fifty cents per day ; for every ship or other 
vessel not under fifty nor over seventy-five tons, at the rate of 
sixty cents per day ; fi>r every shijr or other vessel not under 
seventy-five nor over one hundred tons, atthe rate of seventy 
cents per day ; for every ship or other vessel not under one 
hundred nor over one hundred and fifty tons, at the rate of 
ninety cents per day ; for every ship or other vessel not under 
one hundred and fifty nor over two hundred tons, at the rate of 
one dollar per day ; for every ship or other vessel not under 
two hundred nor over two hundred and fifty tons, at the rate 
of one dollar and ten cents per day ; for every ship or other 
vessel not under two hundred and fifty nor over three hundred 
tons, at the rate of one dollar and fifteen cents per day ; fi)r 
every ship or other vessel not under three hundred nor over 
three hundred and fifty tons, at the rate of one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per day ; for eveiy ship or other vessel not 
under three hundred and fifty nor over four hundred t5ns, at 
the rate of one dollar and thirty-seven and an half cents per 
day. 

S 8. Every ship or other vessel which shall make fast to 
any other ship or vessel that ^all be fastened tp the said wharf, 
or which shall lie alongside of said ship or vessel so fastened 
as aforesaid, ishall pay the one-half of the rate of wharfajge such 
ship or vessel would have been liable to pay if fastened .to said 
wharf. 

S 9. The master or owner of any vessel under one hundred 
tons, may pay wharfage by the year, nine or six months, at the 
rate of forty cents per ton per annum ; provided they make 
application to the wharfinger for that purpose at the commence- 
ment ofs their terra, and so that their term shall expire on or 
before the annual meeting of the said corporation. 

^ 10. The master or owner of any ship or other vessel, or 
in their absence, the factor or agent to \diom such ship or 
vessel shall be consigned, shall be liable to pay the wharfage 
due for such ship or vessel^: But such factor or agent shall not 
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be liable for the same, ut\j[e6s an account of the wharfage due 

be delivered to such factor or agent, or if absent, left at his ' 

usual place of abode, and the money there demanded before 

the departure of such ship or vessel from the port. 

' S 11. When any ship or other vessel has lain twenty-four Payaieot 
hours at the said wharf, and the master or owner refuses or^*»^5«*"" 
neglects to pay the wharfage as aforesaid, or to give satisfac^ 
tory security for the payment of the same, being thereunto 
required by the wharfinger, by notice in writing being left on 
board with the master or mate, or one of the hands belonging 
to said vessel, it shall be lawful for the wharfinger to distrain 
for such wharfage on any goods or chattels found on board 
such ship or vessel, and so from time to time, as often as 
twenty-four hours wharfage shall become due ;^ and the goods 
and chattels so distrained, Xo sell and dispose of, in the same 
manner as is provided by the revised laws of this state, in the 
case of distraining for rent. 

S 12. Whenever the said y^harf shall be eiicumbered Lumber, &«. 
with lumber or other articles, so as to incommode the loading JJ„^"" 
and unloading of vessels, or the passing and repassing of carts, 
the wharfinger shall give personal notice, or notice in writing, 
to be left at the place of abode of the owner of such lumber or 
other articles, or his factor or agent, to remove the same in "a 
reasonable time ; and on neglect thereof, or if the owner of 
such lumber or other articles, or his factor or agent, cannot be 
fouijd in the said port of Sagg-Harbor, and have no place of 
residence therein, the said wharfinger may remove the same, 
and keep them in custody till the charges of removal and, 
storage of the article* removed be paid : And in case of such 
removal by the wharfinger as aforesaid, if the said articles be 
not claimed, and the charges of removal and storage paid as

AN ACT to incorporate the Long Island Sound Harbor 
Company. 

Passed April 16, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-Fork^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly ^ do enact as follows :' 

Si. AH persons who shall become stockholders pursuant corporation 
to this act, shall be, and they are hereby constituted a body •'•**^* 
corporate, by the name of "The Long Island Sound Harbor 
Company." 

S 2. The said body corporate is constituted for the purpose To-Manuuct 
of constructing a harbor near the shore of Long Island Sound, * *'***^' 
io die town of Southhold, in the county of Suffolk; and of 
making a channel or canal to connect the said harbor With 
the said Sound. 

S 3. The said corporation shall have the exclusive right BxeUiwe 
and privilege of malting and constructing such harbor and ca- "'***' 
nal, provided they shall, within two years from the passage of 
this act, commence the same, and within five years thereaAer 
complete such harbor and canal, so that the same shall be fit 
for the passage, reception, and accommodation of vessels of 
not less than two hundred tons burthen ; but if the said cor- 
poration shall.fail to commence and complete the said harbor 
and canal as aforesaid, then the said corporation shall from 
thenceforth cease, and this act shall be null and void. 

§ 4. The capital stock of the said corporation shall be fifty sioek.

Chap. 208. 

AN ACT to revive cm Act entUled <^ An Adt to incorporate 
the WbitehaU and Fairhaven Twmpike Company.^* 

Passed April 16, 1880. 

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assethbly J do enact as follows: 

AetMvw«d. S 1. That the act entitled " An act to incorporate tha 
Whitehall and Fairhaven turnpike company," passed April 
10th, 1824, be, and the same is herety revived and declareci 

* to be in full force and effect, from and after the passing of this 
act; and that the aforesaid company shall have until the first 
day of December, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, 
to finish their road. 

G«BMti S 2. The corporation hereby created, shall possess the ge- 

pow«n. neral powers and privileges, and be subject to the liabilities, 

of turnpike incorporations, as prescribed in the first title of tha 

eighteenth chapter of the first part of the Revised Statutes of 

this State. 
Public aet S3. This act shall' be deemed a public act,, and shall be 

liberally construed to effect the purpose liereby intended to be 

* * granted ; and the legislature may, at any time hereafter, alter, 

modify, or repeal the same. 



Chap. 209. 

AN ACT to incorporate the Village of Sherburne. 

Passed April 16, 1830. 

The People of the S^ate of New^York^ represented in 
Stmate and Assmibljfj do enact as fallows : 

d 1. All that part of the town of Sherburne, in the count/ 
of Chenango, comprised within the following limits, viz : 
B0i;inning at the bridge over the stream crossing the foi^ 
leading from Utica to Oxford, a few rods east of Eleazer La** 
throp's house, rannlng due west to the west bank of the Che^ 
nango river ; thence n^rdberiy, on the west bank of said ri- 
ver, to a point opposite to tbe northwest corner of Eli Marsha 
knd ; thence east, bounded on the north line of said Mansh 
and that of Daniel B. Knapp, to the quarter line; thence 
m>uth, on said line, to a point in a right line from tho aaid 
bridge ; and from thence tQ the place of b^inpi^g<— shall 
bereaft^ he known and distinguished as ^^The vHlage of 
Sherburne ;" and the inbabitaia>(g residii^ within the bounda 
aforesaid shall hereafter, henceforth and forever, be a body 
politic md corporate in fact and in name, by the name of 
" The Trustees of the Village of Sherburne," by which 
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name they and tbeir successors shall have perpetual success 
sioq, and in law capable of suing and being sued, impleading 
and being impleaded, answering and being answered unto, 
defending and being defended, in ali courts and places what- 
soever, and in all manner of actions, causes and complaints 
whatsoever; may adopt a corporation seal, change and alter 
it at pleasure, and shall be capable of purchasing, holding and 
conveying any estate, real or personal, ibr the public use of 
said village. 

S 2. The inhabitants residing within istaid village, who shall Pint me^ 
be quali6ed to vote at town-meetings, shall meet on the first Si!**** 
Tuesday of May next, at such place in said village, and at 
iiuch time of the day, as the justices residing within said vil- 
lage shall direct by a notice to be posted up in four or more 
public places within said village^ at least six days previous, 
and then and there elect, by ballot, five trustees, (one of 
whom ehall be president of the board of trustees, to be design 
oated on said ballots,) oiie treasurer, one clerk and one col- 
lector of said village, who shall be freeholders of said village; 
and the justices residing within said village shall attend 
and preside as inspectcu's of said election ; shall decide upon 
die qualifications of persons offering to vote; shall declare ^ 

the persons receiving the greatest number of votes duly elect- 
ed, and shall immediately notify them of tbeir election ; and 
in case of the non-attendance of any justice as aforesaid, the 
majority of voters present shall appoint some proper person to 
preside at such election, who shall have the same po.wers and 
perform the same duties as the justices aforesaid ; and on the 
first Tuesday of May in each year thereafter, there shall in 
like manner be a new election of the same oBicers ; and the 
trustees for the time being shall preside at such election, give 
notice thereof, and conduct the same as the justices are above 
directed. 

S 3. The trustees shall have power to call sqpecial meet- sp«ciai 
ings, which «hall be called and conducted as annual meetings "^*^''' 
are, whenever they or a majority deem fit, either to fill vacan^ 
cies in office, happening by death, removal, resignation or 
oiHer wise, and for other purposes; and the officers elected at 
an aeoual or special meeting, shall hold their offices until 
ethers are duly elected and qualified to succeed them. 

S 4. If any freeholder who shall have been duly elected to penahy. 
any office in said village, and shaU, for five days after being 
notified of such election, reftise to take upon himself the du- 
ties of such office, or neglect to give notice of his accept- 
aiioe diereof to the clerk of the board of trustees, he shall, 
for such neglect or refusal, forfeit the sum of five dollars, re*- 
coveraMe in the name of the village treasurer, in any court

ordinances and proceedings of the board of trustees ; to notify

AN ACT to amend an Act^ entitled " An Act to vest cer- 
tain powers in the Freeholders and Inhabitants of the 
Village of Kingstony^^ passed April 6, 1805. 

Passed April 17, 1880. 

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly , do enact asfottotvs : 

S 1. It shall and may be lawful for the directors of the vil- 
lage of Kingston, from time to time, to appoint a street com- 
missioner, whose duty.it shall be to enforce and carry into ef- 
fect the by-laws and ordinances of said village, in such man- 
ner as the said directors shall from time to time piescribe. 

1. The said officer shall hold his office during the pleasure 
of the said directors. 

2. He shall receive such a compensation for bis services as 
the legal voters of said village, or a majority of them, at their 
annual meetings, shall deem reasonable and just. 

S 3. In case the compensation of the assessors, treasurer, 
collector, clerk, and street commissisner, or either of them, 
shall not be regulated at the annual meetings of the legal vo- 
ters of the said corporation, then the same shall be regulated 
by the said directors. 

^ 3. If from any cause the number of the directors shall at 
any time be reduced below the number of five, it shall be the 
duty of the remaining directors, within sixty days after such 
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reduction, to convene a meeting of the freeholders and inha- 
bitants of said village, qualified to vote at town-meetings, for 
the purpose of filling such vacancy or vacancies ; and the like 
notice thereof shall be given, and«uch election shall be con- 
ducted in the same manner as is prescribed for the annual 
election of directors. 

S 4. It shall be lawful for tiie said directors, by writing, Lkonw.. 
under the seal of the corporation, to grant license to such 
and so many persons as they shall think proper, to keep gro- 
ceries, ordinaries and victualling houses, where spirituous li- 
quors may be sold to be drunk therein, and to demand and re- 
ceive for every such license, such sum, not less than five nor 
more than fifty dollars for one year, as they may think pro- 
per, to be applied towards the contingent expenses of the 
said village. 

S 6. In all cases where the said directors are by law autho- B«nd. 
rised to grant licenses, it shall be lawful for them^ at the time 
of granting such license, to require of the person to whom 
such license may be granted, a bond with sufficient security to 
said directors, in the penal sum of two hundred and fifi;y 
dollars, conditioned that such person will not, during the con- 
tinuance of his license, keep a disorderly house or shop, or 
suffer any gaming or raflling, or playing* with cards or dice 
therein. 

S 6. The said directors shall have power to lay out new street.. 
streets in said village, or to alter, widen, extend or continue 
such as already are or hereafter may be laid out, in manfier 
following : 

1. Tli^y shall cause such laying out of such new street, or 
such altering, widening, extending or continuing of such as 
already are or hereafter may be laid out, to be accurately sur- 
veyed, and a map thereof to be made .and filed with the clerk 
of the said village. 

2. Thirty days' notice of the filing of which map shall be 
given by the said directors, or one of them, in one or more of 
tibe newspapers printed and published in said village. 

5 7. In every case where the owner of land so required i*»''» how 
shall be absexit from the county, or unknown, or shall not be Sl&c!'*'**' 
capable in law to contract, or shall refuse to agree with tlie 
said directors as to the damages sustained by the laying ont of 
any such new street, or altering, widening, extending or con- 
tinuing such as* already are or hereafter may be laid out ; the 
damages shall be ascertained in manner following : 

1. One of the judges of the court of common pleas of the 
county of Ulster, not interested in the said new street or other 
alteration, upon application of the Said directors, shall, by an 
instrument in writing, signed by him, appoint three freehold- 
ers of the said county, not inhabitanls of the said village, and 
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not interested in the street or lands, to be appointed as ap« 
praisers. 

2. The said directors shall give notice to the appraisers of 
their appointment, and the appraisers, or any two of them, 
shall thereupon name a day for meeting on the land and pc^* 
forming the duties required of them ; which day shall not be 
more t£an twenty nor less than ten days from such notice of 
their appointment. 

3. The said directors shall give at least ten day«' notice to 
the owners of the land required, of the time and place of 
meeting so appointed by the appraisers ; but if such owner be 
absent, or unknown, or subject to any legal disability to con- 
tract, a copy of such notice may be left at the dwelling-house 
of such owner, or at some public place on the land so to be 
appraised. 

4. Each appraiser, before he shall proceed to execute the 
trusts reposed in him, shall take and subscribe, in writing, 
before a justice of the peace of the said coimty, the oath or 
affirmation prescribed in the constitution 6f the slate^. 

6. The appraisers shall then proceed to view the premises, 
and without fevor or partiality to assess the damages sustained 
by the respective owners of (he lands deemed necessary by 
the said directors to, be taken and appropriated fctf the purpo- 
ses aforesaid. 

6. They shall make an inquisition, under their hands and 
seals, describing such land, and stating the amount of dama- 
ges, if any, which each owner of lands or improvements so 
taken and appropriated, has sustained or will sustain in con- 
sequence thereof. 

7. The inquisition shall be acknowledged by the appraisers 
signing ihe same before some officer of the said county autho- 
rised by law to take the proof and acknowledgments of deeds ; 
and so acknowledged, shall be filed by them, together with 
their oath or affirmation of office, in the clerk's office of said 
county, within thirty days after it shall have been made, to be 
by such clerk recorided in a book for recording deeds, at the 
expense of the said corporation.

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known, or subject to any legal disability to contract, the said 
directors, upon payment of the sum or sums so assessed as da- 
mages into the court of diaiicery, for tbe^ use and benefit of 
such owner or owners, and to be by such court properly in- 
vested, shall and may enter thereon and hold the said premi* 
ses as is prescribed in the last preceding section. 

S 10. The village of Kingston, according to the boundaries Ro»ddistrtct.

The People of the State of Neto-Yark^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

§ 1. Gabriel Allison, Nathaniel Ring and Joseph McLaugh- 
lin are hereby appointed commissioners, and as such shall 
have full power and authority to make sueh alterations as they 
n>ay deem advisable, in the present «route of die New- Wind- 
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sor and Cornwall tarnpike road, for the purpose of aroidtng 
hills or other obstructions in the present location of said road. 

S 2. The damages (if any) that owners of land may sus- 
tain by reason of any alteration that may be made in the route 
of said road, shall be ascertained and paid in the same man- 
ner as is directed in article second, title first of chapter eigh- 
teen of the first part of the Revised Statutes. 



Chap. 233. 

AN ACT relative to the Lansingburgh Dry Dock and 
Hydraulic Company. 

Passed April 17, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-York j represented in 
Senate and Assembly ^ do enact as follows : 

$ 1. The time for completing the dry or wet ducks, basins 
and other works and devices to be connected therewith, in the 
manner contemplated in and by the act incorporating the Lan- 
singburgh Dry Dock and Hydraulic Company, passed April 
15, 1826, is hereby extended for the term of five years from 
and after the first day of May in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-one. 



Chap. 234. 

AN ACT directing the Survey of a Canal Route from 
Rochester to the JMegany River. 

Passed April 17, 1830. 

The People -of the State of New-Fork^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly ^ do enact as follows : 

§ 1. The canal commissioners shall cause a route of a ca- 
nal from Rochester, by the way of the Genesee river to the 
Allegany river at Olean, to be surveyed, and estimates of the 
cost of constructing the same to be made. 

S 2. The canal commissioners shall cause an examination to 
be made as to the comparative advantages of inclined planes 
and locks, in overcoming great elevations ; the difiference of 
time in passing from one level to another ; and of the ex- 
pense of constructing and maintaining them. 

S 3. The commissioners shall report on the above to the 
next legislature; also their opinion as to the propriety of 
adopting inclined planes on the proposed canal ; and also tlie 
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probable revenue to be derived from the work, and such other 
information on the subject as they shall deem important to 
communicate. 

S 4. The expenses of the survey and estimates hereby di- Bipenw. 
rected, shall be paid by the treasurer, on the warrant of the 
comptioller, out of any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, on the certificate of the canal commissioners, 
under whose directions it shall be performed, not exceeding 
the sum of seven hundred and fitly dollars.

AN ACT for the Relitf of Lemuel Wasson. 

Passed April 17, 18S0. 

The People of the State of New- York j represented in 
Semie and Aaaenibly^ do enact aefoUov>9 : 

S 1. It shall be lawful for Lemuel Wasson, sheriff of the 
county of Erie, to renew the security required to be given by 
him before entering upon the duties of his office, by the pro- 
visions of article five, title second of chapter twelve of the 
first part of the Revised Statutes, at any time before the first 
day of June next ; and the said renewed security shall be of 
the like force, efiect and validity, as if the same had been ex- 
ecuted and given within the time prescribed in the said article 
and title ; and the sureties to the bond shall be held liable for

court-house in the village of Syracuse, in said county.

AN ACT for the Relief of the Orantee of Arthur Cazenove, 

Passed April 17, 1830. 

The People of the l^ate of New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

S 1* All the estate and interest of the people of this state 
m and to lots number twenty-four and twenty-,five, of the 
town plot of Cazenovia, in the county of Madison, as sur- 
veyed by Calvin Guiteau, in the year one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-four, containing together about one and a 
quarter acres of land : also a part of lot number forty-seven, ' 
in the fourth allotment of New-Petersburg, described as fol- 
lows : Beginning at the northeast corner of said lot, thence 
north eighty-seven degrees west, thirty-one chains and sixty- 
five links; thence south three degrees west, twenty-three 
chains and fifty links ; thence south eighty-seven degrees east, 
thirty-three chains and sixty-five links, to the lake ; thence 
along the shore of the lake to the place of beginning, con- 
taining seventy-six acres and three roods of land, acquired or 
to be acquired in consequence of the alienism of Arthur Ca- 
zenove, a resident of the kingdom of France, is hereby re- 
leased to and vested in Charles Stebbins, of the county of 
Madison, the grantee of said Cazenove, who may hold said 
premises in the same manner and to the same extent as he 
would take or have taken the same, if the said Arthur Caze- 
nove were a native citizen of this state. 



Chap. 238. 

AN ACT to exempt certain Officers and Soldiers of the 
Revdutumary Army from Imprisonment for Debt. 

Passed April 17, 18S0. 

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in 
Smote and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

S 1. After the passing of this act, no person who shall have 
senred io the regular army, or in die mihtiA of either of the 
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states, for any period daring the war of the revolution, shall 
be imprisoned fc^ debt, or on any process in any action for the 
recovery of money due upon any contract express (N* implied* 
S 2. Whenever any person coming within the provision cS 
the first section of this act shall be arrested upon a writ of 
capias ad respondendum, or other mesne process, in any such 
action as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the sheriff or other 
officer by whom such arrest shall have been made, to accom- 
pany such person, if requested so to do, before some judge of 
the supreme court, or court of common pleas, or supreme 
court commissioner, or mayor or recorder of a city, whose du- 
ty it shall be, upon the production by the person arrested, of a 
certificate entitling him to a pension fi'om the United States, 
as a revolutionary ofiicer or soldier, or upon other satisfactory 
proof of his having performed such service as is mentioned in 
the first section of this act, to make an order under his hand, 
that the person so arrested be discharged without bail, upon 
his endorsing his appearance upon the process under which he 
shall have l^en arrested ; which order shall be delivered to, 
and shall be binding upon the shei»ff or other officer by whom 
the arrest shall have been made, and shall be a sufficient justi* 
fication of such discharge by the said sh€n*iff or other officer, 
in any suit or proceedings which may he instituted against 
him, for or or account thereof; but nothing in this act shall 
prevent the imprisonment or holding to bail of any person, 
uiitil such order for discharge shall have been obtained. 
orieModii- S 3. Whenever the body of any person coming within the 
description contained in the first section of this act, shall be 
taken in execution, upon his making application and present^ 
ing such proof to a judge, commissioner,, mayor or recorder^ as 
is mentioned in the foregoing section, the said judge, commis^ 
sioner, mayor or recorder, shall make an order in writing for 
his discbarge; which order shall be delivered to, and shall be 
binding upon, the sheriff or other officer in whose custody 
such person may be, and shall be a sufficient justification of 
such discharge by such sheriff or other officer ; but after such 
discharge, an execution may issue against the goods and chat- 
tels, lands and tenements of such person so discharged, as if 
no execution against the body had ever issued.

§1.0 From and after the first Tuesday in March next, all that Partaf mu- 
part of the town of Milford lying southwesterly of a line com- Sot^S!^ 
mencing on the line of the town of Laurens, at the southwest 
corner of great lot number fifty in the Otego patent, and run- 
ning thence an easterly course along the southerly boundaries

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Chap. 240. 

AN ACT relating to Common Schools in the City of 
Albany. 

Passed April 17, 1850. 

The People of the State qf New- York, r^esented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact ae follows : 

S 1. In each of the wards of the city of Albany^ there shall 
be elected one commissioiier, and one inspector of common 
schools, at ihe annual election for supervisor, by the persons 
qualified to vote for town officers ; but the persons residing 
west of Perry HBtreet, shall not vote for the said commissioner 
and inspector, at such election. 

S 2. Any vacancy by death, resignation, or removal from 
the said city, of any commissioner or inspector, shall be filled 
by the common council thereof, until the next election. 

S 3. The commissioDens so elected shall form a board, with 
power, from time to time, to form the said city into school 
districts, not exceeding five in number, east of Perry-street : 
They*shall also appoint three trustees for each district, to hold 
their offices for one year, and shall, fill any vacancy which shall 
happen. 

S 4. The said commissioners, with the consent of the cpm-; 
mon council, may form another or other school districts in the 
said city of Albany. 

S 2. The trustees of each district, or a majority of them, 
shall, within their respective districts, have power to hire a 
school'hoiise or rooms, and furnish the same with necessary 
fuel and appurtenances; appoint a collector ; hire a teacher or 
teachers ; fix the rate of tuition fees, not exceeding two dollars 
a quarter for any scholar; and exempt from the payment of 
teacher*s wages, any indigent persons within the (Ustrlct they 
shall think proper. 

S 6. The clerk of the common council shall be clerk to the 
cominissioners, and shall be subject to tlie like duties, and re- 
ceive the like compensation, as town clerks in the several 
towns, in similar cases. 

S 7. The superintendent of common schools shall apportion 
to thcj city and county of Albany, their share of the schiaol mo!- 
neys, according to the number of children over five and under 
sixteen, years of age residing thereii), in the same manner as to^ 
other counties in tliis btate. 

§ 8, The county treasurer shall annually pay to the cham- 
berlain of the city of Albany, that part of the school moneys 
apportioned to the city of Albany for the support of common 
schools to be established by this act, and for the support ^f 
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Lancaster tscfaools established or to be established m the said 
city. 

S 9. The superrisors of the county of Albany, at their an- tm. 
nual meeting, shall cause a sum of money equal to the money 
apportioned to the city from the common school fijnd^ and to- 
gether with collector's fed's, to be raised, levied and collected, 
in the same manner that other taxes are raised, levied and col- 
lected ; and when so raised, shall be paid to the chamberlain, 
for the support of common schools in the city of Albany. 

S 10. All moneys paid to the diamberlain for the support chamber- 
of'common schools in the city of Albany, shall be kept distinct ^»"»'«<*«*y- 
from other money, and subject to the drafts of the commis- 
sioners,, and payable to the orders of the trustees of the re- 
spective school districts, and to the trustees of the Lancaster 
school society. 

iS 1 1 . The board of commissionerauj^^apportion the school Apportioi. 
monies to be received by them, amH^lfe several school dis-SSiy!^ 
tricts and the Lancaster schools, pf^vided such schools shall 
have been kept at least nine months in the year, in the five 
districts created by the third section of this ^t, and at least 
£Sur months in the year in the district created by the fifteenth 
section thereof, in proportion to the average number of scholars 
attending such schools, over five and under sixteen years, who 
have actually attended such schools during the year ; to be 
ascertained by the teacher's keeping an exact account of the 
number of scholars present every school time or half day, 
which being added together, and divided by five hundred, the 
number of half days for a year, riiall be considered the average 
of attending scholars ; which average shall be sworn or afiirm- 
ed to by the teacher. 

S 12. If a school shall have been kept four months in any|^ 
one or all of the said districts, for the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty, then the same shall participate proportion- 
ably in the said school moneys to be apportioned in the said 
city in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one. 

S 1 3. The commissioners, inspectors, trustees and collectors, p^^,„ ^^ 
shall possess the like powers, and be subject to the like duties J^J» ®^ 
and liabilities, as the same ofiicers and persons in the towns** 
in this state, except when it is otherwise provided in this act, 
and except also that the said commissioners and inspectors shalf 
not demand or receive any pay for services under this act.

AN ACT to facilitate the Transfer of the Public Shocks 
of this State. 

Passed April 17, 1830. 

Ttie People of the State of New-Tork^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do emct as follows : 

S 1. Whenever any holder of any certifieates of stock is- certaieator 
sued under and by virtue of an act entitled " An act to loan J^^^i^tof 
the credit of the state to the president, managers and company lUy s, law^ 
of the Delaware and Huclson canal company," passed May 
Sd, 1829, shall desire to transfer the same, and to divide any 
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by Ann Bishop, on said lot number twenty-eight; thence west 
on said Ann's north line, to Warren Williams's land ; thence 
north on said Warren's east line, , to the northeast corner of 
said Warren's land ; thence west on said Warren's north line, 
to his northwest corner ; thence westerly in a direct line, to 
the northeast corner of Greenleaf Clark's land ; thence west 
along said Greenleaf 's north line, to John Ayres's land ; thence 
south along said Ayres's east line, and on a right line in con- 
tinuation of the same, to the town line aforesaid ;. thence east 
along said town line, to the place of beginning ; shall hereafter 
be loiown and distinguished by the name of the Village of 
Perry : And the freeholders and inhabitants residing, or who 
may hereafter reside, within the limits aforesaid, are hereby 
constituted a body corporate, by the name of " The Trustees 
atikte Village of Perry ;" and shall be capable of purchasings 
holding, and conveying any real or personal estate, situated 
within the ^id village^ for the use thereof. 

5 2. The said corporation shall have power to organize a 
fire company ; to purchase and keep in repair one or more fire 
engines, and other apparatus for extinguishing fires ; to remove 
nuisances and obstructions from the highways, streets and side- 
walks, in the said village : to clear out and remove nuisances 
from the ereeks and mitt-ponds within said village, and to 
prevent their accumulation in said creeks and ponds ; to erect 
and ke^p in repair, hay scales, and fire engine house or houses ; 
to remove und prevent nuisances in said village ; and to raise 
m<^ey by tax, to be levied upon the real and peri^onal property 
in seM village, to carry into effect the above mentioned powers j 
but no tax shall be raised without the consent of a majority of 
the voters liable to be taxed, present at any legal meeting, duly 
notified, of the inhabitants of said village qualified to vote. 
■ SS. It shall be lawful for the inhabitants of said village 

3ualified to vote at town-meetings, to meet on the first Tues- 
ay of May next, at such time and place in said village as 
shall be appointed by some justice of the peace of the sai^ 
town of Perry, and notified to the inhabitants of said village at 
least one week previous thereto, by notice posted in three 
public places in said village ; and then and there elect five 
dito^e^t Ireehoiders of said vills^e to be trustees ther0of, three 
assessors, one treasurer and one eoHector of said vills^e, resi-

In case of a vacancy, by death, disability, removal, or 
refusal to serve, of any of the officers elected^ chosen, appoint- 
ed, or otherwise created by virtue of this act, it shall be the 
duty of the board of trustees, by a warrant under the hands of 
the president thereof, to appoint some suitable person to fill 
such vacancy ; and the person so appointed, shall have like 
powers, and be subject to the same restrictions, as if elected 
or appointed in the manner aforesaid. 

S*9. It shall be tho duty of the said trustees, and they are 
hereby authorised and empowered to appoint, under the hands 
of the president and clerk of the board of trustees, and seal of

hooks and ladders, and assisting to extinguish fires ; to re- 
straining any riot, rout, noise, disturbance, or disorderly aih 
aemblage, in any street or place in said village. 

S 11. TTie said trustees, as often as they shall make or 
publish any by-laws, rules, regulations or ordinances, for the 
purposes aforesaid, may ordain and provide such reasonable 
fines, forfeitures and penalties, upon the offenders against any 
such by-laws, rules, regulations or ordinances, as they shall 
deem proper, not exceeding twenty dollars for any one offence, 
to be prosecuted and recovered before any justice of the peace 
or court having cognizance of the same, by the trustees in the 
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corporate name of the said corporation, to and for the use of 
the said corporation ; and in all cases, it shall be deemed suf- 
ficient for said trustees, in any suit or actions to be brought 
for any such fines, penalties or forfeitures, to declare generally 
that the defendant or defendants are indebted to the trustees of 
the village of Perry^ in the amount of such fine, penalty or 
forfeiture, to foe paid to the said trustees for the time beings 
when thereunto required, and und^ such declaration to give 
the special matter in evidence ; and the freeholders and inha^ 
bitants of said village shall be deemed, and are hereby de- 
clared to be competent to give testimony in any cause, and the

sessed upon the inhabitants by three assessors, who shall be 
fireeholders in said village, and collected by the collector of 
the corporation, in like manner as the taxes of counties and 
towns are collected, by virtue of a warrant to him directed by 
a majority of said trustees ; but no tax shall be raised with-^ 
out the consent of a majority of the voters present at any le- 
gal meeting of the inhabitants liable to be taxed, who are 
qualified to vote for officers'^in said corporation ; and no pur-r 
chase or sale of any real estate shall be made, and no public 
building erected or disposed of by the said corporation, with- 
out the consent of the voters aforesaid, in open meeting, duly 
warned, first had and expressed, by a majority of votes then 
and there given ; and in tiase they shall vote to raise any mo- 
ney for any of the purposes authorised by this act, it shall be 
specified for what purposes such sum, or any part thereof, 
shall be appropriated, as far as may be convenient; and the 
assessors, in assessing the same on the inhabitants and pro- 
perty of said village, shall apportion the same in a just and 
equitable manner, in proportion, as near as may be, to the ad- 
vantages which each shall be deemed to have received by the 
purchases* to be made with such money, or the objects and 
purposes to which it shall be applied when collected.

$ 14. The said assessors, when they shall have completed "Jj^,?^" 
any such assessment, shall give the like notice of the same, '^" 
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as asseflsors of towns are required to do ; and any person c(m^ 
sidering him or herself aggrieved thereby^ may appeal from 
the said assessors to the ^ustees of the viiiagje, who shatt beat 
such appeal and do justice in the premises ; and in caseekbeir 
party shall eonceire themselves aggrieved by such decision, 
it shall be lawful for him or them, within ten days, to appeal 
to the supreme court commissioner for the county of Gene- 
see, giving three days^ notice of such appeal, whose decisioii 
shall be final in the premises. 

S 15. The person or persons in possession of any real or

Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State of Neto-Yorky represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

S 1. The district of country contained within the following Boundaries, 
bounds, to wit : Beginning at the so-itheast corner of the Guy 
Park farm and running thence north forty-eight degrees and 
dihty minuteft east, sixty chains; thence south forty*one. de* 
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grees and thirty minutes east, thirty-eight chains and fifty 
links, to a small stream ; thence down along said stream, as 
it winds and turns, twenty-five chains, to the highway ; thence 
along the south line of a farm now owned by Tunis Van Der- 
veer, to the southeast corner of said farm ; thence southwest 
along the east line of Hiram Pardee's farm, to the Mohawk 
riyer ; thence up and along said river to tl^e place of beginning, 
shall hereafter continue to be known and distinguished by the 
name of the Village of Amsterdam. 

S i^ All the freeholders and inhabitants residing in said vil- 
lage shall be, and they are hereby constituted and declared to 
be, from time to time and for ever hereafter, a body politic and 
corporate, in fact and in name, by the name of the Trustees 
of the Village of Amsterdam ; and that they and their sue- 
cessors may have d common seal, and may change and alter 
the same at pleasure, and shall be capable in law of purchas- 
ing, holding and conveying any estate, real or personal, ne- 
cessary for the use of said vills^e.

So much of the town of Chautauque, in the county of 
Chautauque, as is included in the following boundaries, to wit : 
Beginning at the northwest bounds of lots numbers forty-nine 
and thirty-three, in the said village, as laid out by the Holland 
land company, where the said boundaries intersect Erie-street ;

Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-Forky represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Bridge nay S 1* That it shall and may be lawful for Elias Hawley, and 
Cynthia G. Arms, administratrix of J. Lyman Arms deceased, 
of the town of Queensbury in the ccuunty of Warren, their 
executors, administrators or assigns, to ouild a toll-bridge over 
the HudsM>n river at Glen's Falls; provided that the said 
bridge shalf not be less than twenty feet wide, and built on 
stone piers or abutments, well covered, and in so substantial 
and workmanlike manner that laden carriages may safely travel 
thereon : The said bridge shall be completed within two years 
from and after the expiration of the present charter : Provuded 
also, that the present bridge is kept in good and sufficient re- 
pair to admit of laden carriages passing at all times, until the 
said new bridge is completed, except so much time as is ne- 
cessary for the repairing or rebuilding said bridge. 

RaiM of S 2. From and after the passing of this act, it Aiall and may 

be lawful for the said proprietors, their heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators and assigns, to demand and take toll for and during 
the term of twenty years, to be computed from the first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, of every 
person crossing the said bridge, at the following rates, and no 
more, to wit : For every person and horse, six cents ; every 
other led horse, mule or jack, two cents ; for every four-wheel 
pleasure carriage drawn by four horses, twenty-five cents, if 
drawn by two horses, eighteen cents; for every curricle, 
chaise, chair or sulkey, drawii by one horse, ten cents ; for 
every waggon or cart drawn by two horses or oxen, ten cents, 
for every additional horse or ox, two cents ; for every sleigh 
or sled drawn by two horses or oxen, eight cents, for every 
additional horse or ox, two cents ; for every cow or other neat 
cattle, two cents ; for every score of sheep or hogs, ten cents, 
and so in proportion for a greater or less number ; for every 
waggon, sleigh or sled drawn by one horse, six cents. 

S 3. When the said bridge shall be completed, the judges of 
the court of common pleas of the county of Warren, or any 
two of them, not interested therein, shall, upon inspection, 
certify under their handa whether the said bridge is well and 
sufficiently built conformable to this act, and deliver the same 
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to the persons authorised to build the said bridge, or their heirs, 
executors or assigns.

and choose not less than three nor more than five of their

AN ACT to incorporate the Trustees of St, Mary^s Church 
in the CUy of New-York. ^ 

Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-York^ represented m 
Senate and Assembly^ do emict as follows : 

5 1. The members of the religious society now belonging 
or who at any time hereafter shall belong to the congregation 
of Roman Catholics heretofore known by the name of the 
Trustees of St. Mary's Church in the City of New- York, are 
hereby created a body corporate, by the name of " Thp Trus- 
tees of St. Mary's Church in the City of New- York ;" and 
bftToth^^ they are hereby authorised and empowered to take into their 
tody of all possession and custody, and to have, hold, possess n and enjoy 
all the property and estate, both real and personal, in law and 
in equity, in possession, reversion or remainder, which he- 
longs, or until the passing of this act belonged to the said con- 
gregation ; and all the debts, dues, demands, rights and privi- 
leges, with all the appurtenances and all the estates in any 
wise belonging to such congregation or religious society, as 
fully and amply as if the right or title thereto had been ori* 
ginally vested in them under this act of incorporation. And 
the said The Trustees of St. Mary's Church in the City of

Passed April 20, 1830. 

Tke People of the State of New-Tork, represented in 
Senate and Assembly j do enact asfoUows : 

^1. It shall and may be lawful for Benjamin S. Wakott, 
Abraham Camp, James N. Austin^ George Peocock, and all 
such persons who may associate together in the town of 
Whitestown and county of Oneida, for the purpose of procuring 
one or more fire engines and other implements for^xtinguisliing 
fires in the said town of Whitestown, to meet together at any 
time afler the passing of this act, and choose not less than five 
of their number to be trustees, to be called " The New- York 
Mills Fire Company,*' who shall be a body corporate, and 
shall have perpetual succession, and by that name be capable 
of suing and being sued, in all courts and places, in all manner 
of actions, and to take and hold and convey properly ,*real and 
personal, necessary for the purpose of extinguishing fires, and 
Che preservation of engines, tools and implenmnts of the said 
company. 

S 2. The said trustees and the^ir successors, or a majority of 
tfaem, shall have power and authority to nominate and appoint 
a sufficient number of firemen, (willing to accept,) not ex- 
ceeding twenty-four to each engine belonging to such company, 
to have the care, management, working, and using said fire- 
engine or engines^ and all the implements aforesaid, and who 
shall be ready at all times to assist inextinguishing fires. 

S S. Each of the said persons so to be nominated and ap- 
pointed fireman as aforesaid, and the trustees, and their clerk 
during his continuance in office, shall be exempt from ordinary 
military duty, and serving as jurors in courts of justices of the 
peace : And further, that the said trustees, or a majority of 
them, shall have power fi*om time to time to remove any fire- 
man so to be appointed, and others to appoint in the room or

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly , do enact as follows : 

S 1. The act entitled ^^ An act to incorporate the Catskill 
Lancaster School Society," passed March 14th, 1817, is here- 
by repealed. • 

S 2, Sections one hundred and fifty-three, one hundred and 
fifty-four and one hundred and fifty-five of title second of chap- 
ter fifteen of the first part of the Revised Statutes, are hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : , 

"5 153. The village of Pougfakeepsie shall fi)rm a perma- 
nent school district, not subject to alteration by the commis- 
sioners of common schools for the town in which said village is 
situated. 

^' S 154. The school monies which the above permanent 
district shall, from time to time, be entitled to receive from the 
commissioners of comn\on schook in said town, shall be paid 
to the trustees of the Poughkeepsi^ Lancaster school society. 

'^S 155. The trustees of the above society shall be so far 
considered the trustees of the said permanent district, that they 
shall be bound to report to the commissioners of common 
schools in said town, the number of children over the age of 
five and under sixteen years,, in said district*" 

S 3. The commissioners of common schools for the town of 
Catskill, are hereby directed to pay over from time to time, to 
the trustees of school district number one in said town, the 
school monies which said district may be entitled to. 

S 4. This act shall commence and take eflect from and im- 
mediately after the passage thereof.

AN ACT to incorporate the Village of Liverpool. 

Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State of New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

S 1. From and after the first dqy of June next, the territory 
in the town of Salina in the county of Onondaga, contained in 
the following limits and bounds, to wit : Beginning at Onon- 
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da^ lake, at low water mark, at a point <m a straight line with 
Hickory-street ; thence northerly on said street, to the Cold- 
spring road ; thence easterly on said road, to Eighth-street ; 
then<» easterly on said street, to Alder-street ; thence sou&er- 
ly on said street, to Sixth«street ; thence easterly on said street, 
to Tamarack-street ; thence southerly on said street, to Fourth- 
street ; thence easterly on said street, to Cypress-street ; thence 
southerly on said street, to the northwest corner of pasture lot 
number seven ; thence so as to include pasture lots numbers 
seven, tc^n, eleven, twelve, thirteen and fourteen; thence 
southerly on a straight line with the easterly line off n>arsh lot 
number two, to low water mark on Onondaga lake ; thence 
westerly along the margin of said lake, to the place of begin- 
ning : shall be known and distinguished by the name of "The 
Village of Liverpool." 

S 2. The inhabitants of said village qualified to vote for corporation 
town officers, shall be, and they are hereby ordained, coi|sti- ^'*^*^*^^- 
tuted, and declared to be a body corporate and politic, in fact 
and in name, by the name of " The President and Trustees of 
the Village of Liverpool ;'' and by that name, they and their 
auccessors shall and may have perpetual succession, and be a 
parson in law capable of suing and being sued, pleading and ^^ 
being impleaded, answering and being answered unto^ defending ^'**"' 
and bein^ defended, in all suits and action(s, complaints and 
causes whatsoever ;. and may have a common seal, and may 
change and alter the same at pleasure ; and by themselves and 
by their officers as hereinafter provided, and under the restric-- 
tions hereinafter imposed, they shall have power to lay out, 
alter, make, repair, improve, cleanse, and discontinue all roads, 
streets, lanes, alleys,. side-walks and footwaiys in said village ; 
to drain, fill up, and cleanse all swamps, marshes, ditches and 
sewers ; to remove, abate, and prevent all nuisances, and to 
appoint an inspector and measurer of wood ; to prevent cattle, 
horses, sheep, swine, geese, and all other animals, from running 
at large in the said village ; and to appoint fire wardens, to 
provide and keep fire engines, ladders*, hooks, buckets, and all 
other implements and utensils necessary and proper for pre- , 
venting and extinguishing fires ; to require tne inhabitants, 
under suitable penalties, to furnish themselves with, and keep 
buckets and ladders ; to require chimneys, fire-places, stoves 
and stove-pipes, to be kept clean and in good order ; to build, 
erect, and keep in repair, pumps, reservoirs, and cisterns of 
water ; to organize, establish, and maintain a village watch,; 
to provide for and direct the lighting of streets, lanes, alleys, 
and public houses, with natural gas or otherwise ; to erect and 
keep hay scales ; to license or prevent theatrical or other ex- 
hibitions, or shows of any kind, within said village ; to prevent 
horse-racing, and firing of guns, within said village ; to pur- 
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chase, rent, take, hoM, lease, and oanvey any estate, real or 
personal ; and to erect, repair, keep, and maintain houses and 
other buildings and erections, for all or any of the purposes 
. aforesaid ; to raise, assess, levy, and collect taxes for all or any 
of the purposes aforesaid ; and to assess and apportion labor to 
be laid oat and done on die roads, streets, lanes and alleys, in 
said village ; to make all by-laws, rules, regulations and ordi* 
nances, necessary and proper to carry into full and complete 
eflbct all and every of the above granted powers and privil^es, 
and to enforce obedience to the said by-laws, rules, regula- 
tions and ordinances, by pecuniary fines and penalties ; but no 
one penalty shall exceed the sum of twenty-five dollars. 
Amniti S S. The said inhabitants may, on thfi first Monday of June 

3JJ{*JJ^ in each and every year succeeding the present, meet together 
at some convenient place in said village, and by plurality of 
votes, choose from the inhabitants of said vUlage residents 
therein, one president and five trustees, who shall be free- 
holders in said village, three assessors, one clerk and treasurer, 
one pound-keeper, one collector, two constables, and so many 
overseers of streets as they shall deem necessary, not^lLceedf- 
ing two, who may respectively hold their offices one year, 
and until others are legally qualified to act in their places ; 
and they meet for the purposes of choosing officers for the 
present year, at such time and place as the justice or justices 
residing in said village shall appoint as hereinafter directed ; 
and the officers chosen at such meeting, shall hold their offices 
until the next annual meeting, and until others are qualified to 
act in their places.

their duty, in such cases^ to make out and deliver to the trus- 
tees, within the time required by their order, a roll or list of 
such assessment and apportionment.

S 19. The clerk shall attend all annual meetings or elec-r j>„tyof 
tions of the said cor|K)ration, and keep minutes or records of ^le'''- 
the same : He shall also attend all meetings of the trustees 
whenever required by them, and keep a record of all such 
proceedings as the trustees shall require to be recorded, and 
give copies of the same whenever required by any member of 
the said corporation : It shall also be his duty to countersign 
all papers which are required to be sighed by the president. 

S 20. It shall be the duty of overseers of streets, to warn ovemecni of 
all person^ assessed to work on the roads, streets, lanes and "^^^ 
alleys in their respective districts, to work thereon, and to order 
and superintend such work under the direction of the trustees ; 
and for that purpose, they shall have and exercise all such 
powers as are by law vested in the overseers of highways in '

S 2S, The commissioners of highways for the town of Salina, Highwa/ 
skall, in making their annual assessments of highway labor, '*'"'' 
include the village of Liverpool as formerly ; but they shall 
deduct from the assessment upon the inhabitants of that vil- 
lage, an amount proportionable to the roads and streets in said 
village ; aod shaH direct the residue of the highway labor as^ 
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sessed upon said inhabitants, to be performed in the road Hb^ 
tricts adjoining said village, tinder the direction of the over- 
seers thereof, who shall have the same authority to compel the 
performance thereof, or to commute therefor, as in other cases.

said lots, all that part of First-street in said village which lies 
between their respective lots, and a line five rods north from the 
soutih side of said First-street, according to the size of the fronts 
now owned by them respectively on First-street.

AN ACT to improve the State Road from the Orange 
Turnpike to Nyack in the County of Rockland. 

Passed April 20, 18S0. 

T%e People of the State of New-Yorky represented in 
Senate and Assembly y do enact ds follows : 

^_ S 1. Jeremiah H. Pierson and Edward Suffern, of the

S 1. The outside and party walls of all dwelling-houses, Buudingi to 
stoe4iouses, and other buildings hereafter to be erected or Jj.jj[ ■'»"•«' 
built within the fire limits of the city of. New- York, as the "'^ 
same now exist or niay hereafter be extended, shall l^e con- 
structed of stone or brick. ? 

^ 3. The Qutside and party widlaof iudi buiMiags AM not ootnde and 
ke leas them •eight inches Ihick, cxce^ fl<ieAef chittmies^ ji^pvtywaui. 
afiy^paf t ttiereoSf ; and the party or ^ad walb ^of swsfa buildings 
abill rise and be extended to iim roef^ and so fiir idirough tte 
same as to meet and be joined to the slate, tile, or othorcoTot- 
^ig thereof, by a layer ol mortar or cement. . 
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S S. The planking or sheeting of the roof of any such build- 
ing, shall in no case oe extended across the party or end walls 
thereof; and all such buildings, and the top and sides of all 
dormer windows therein, shall be roofed or covered with tile, 
slate, orother fire-proof material. 

S 4. All beams or other timbers in the party walls of such 
buildings, shall be separated from each other at least four inches, 
by brick or mortar ; and all plate pieces in the front or rear 
walls thereof, shall recede from the outside of the wall at least 
four inches ; and such wall shall be built up and extended to 
the slate, or other fire-proof covering of the roof. 

S 5. All discharging or arch pieces used in the chimnies of 
any such building, shall recede from any flue in any such chim- 
ney at least four inches : - No such chimney shall be started or 
built upon the floor of the building, or be cut ofi* to be supp<»'t- 
ed below by wood ; and all hearths shall be supported with 
arches of stone or brick. 

S 6. No timber -shall be used in the front or rear of any 
building within such fire limits, where stone is now commonly 
used : Each lintel on the inside of the front or rear wall of 
every such building, shall have a secure brick arch over il ; 
and no bond timber in any wall thereof, shall in width and 
thickness exceed the width and thickness of a course of brick ;

AN ACT far ths Relief of James WUkine and Richard 
A. Konkhyte. 

, Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State of Neio-York. represented m 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

$ 1. The commissioners of tlie land-office are hereby au- 
thorised to cause a survey to be niadoi of a certain lot or piece 
* of land in the town of Cornwall, in the county of Orange, 
which 18 alleged to be unappropriated, and of the lands adja- 
cent, so far as they may deem necessary ; and if they shall 
be satisfied that the title of said lot is in the people of this 
state, then to cause letters patent for the same to be issued to 
James Wiikinsand Richard A. Konkhyte, they paying for the 
same a just and fair price, in the manner and on the terms by 
law provided for the sale of unappropriated lands. 
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Chap. 303. 

AN ACT to authorise the erection of a new Jail in the 
Cowdy of Chautauque. 

Passed April 20, 1830. 

Tie People of the l^ate of New-Torkj represented in 
Senate and AssenMy, do enact as follows : 
Duty of >«• $ 1. The board of supervisors of the county of Chautauque 
*^" are heieby directed to take into consideration, at their next 
annual meeting, the propriety of raising five thousand dollars, 
by tax, for the purpose of building a new jail in said county ; 
and if they shall judge it necessary to build a new jail, they 
shall adopt a resolution to that effect, which their clerk shall 
record among the proceedings of the board ; and it shall there- 
upon become their duty to cause to be assessed and collected, 
in the same manner as ordinary county charges are by law di- 
rected to be assessed and collected, the said sum (^ five thou- 
siilid dellars, in five equal annual instalments, beginning with 
ttie present year.

* mills now owned and occupied by Dudley Farlin and George 
Pattison, on the Scroon river, in Warrensburgh, to erect and 
keep up from time to time, on and across the said river, at any 
place not more than fifty rods above the bridge on said river, 
called Farlin's brtdge, and also at the place called Powers and 
Taylor's mills, up said river, any booms or pieces of timber 
sufficient for the purpose of stopping and securing logs and 
lumber floating down the said river. 

S 2. The person or persons who shall have erected such 
boom or booms across said river, shall, within ten days ailer 
he or they shall have received proper notice by any person or 
persons who have lumber to transport down said river, open 
the said booms, and keep them open a reasonable time to al- 
low such lumber to pass through and down said river, to the 
width of forty feet, as is now provided by law.

AN ACT altering the September Term of the Court of 
Common Pleas in and for the City and County of

If any person or persons, other than the inspectors 
lawfully appointed, shall execute or perform any of the duties 
of inspector of pot and pearl ashes in the city and county of 
Albany, such person or persons shall forfeit the sum of fifty 
dollars for each offence, to be recovered, with costs of suit, in 
an action of debt, by any person who will sue for the same. 

§ 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from the time 
of its passage.

Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State qf New-Yorky . represented in 
Senate and Assembly ^ do enact as follows : 

5 1- It shall be the duty of the assessors annually chosen in Gewraia 
the several wards of the city of New-York, before they proceed Jj^^jf. 
to assess the property in their respective wards, to meet to- ■***"**"' 
gether in the city-hall of the sard city, at eleven o'clock in the 
forenoon, to wit, in the present year, on the first Tuesday of 
May next, and annually thereafter on the first Tuesday after 
they shall have been sworn into office, and then and there to 
appoint from among themselves a president and secretary, and 
to organize themselves into a board for the transaction uf busi- 
ness, to be called the General Board of Assessors. 

S 2. The said general board of assessors shall have power to r^^^ 
adjourn to meet again at such time and place, and from time to mMtioga.

He shall provide proper 
stamps, and legibly stamp the butt of each side of every hide, 
and each skin inspected, with the letter or figures G, 1, 2 or 
3, and so on, as thejudgment of the inspector shall dictatejand 
as the same shall, upon such inspection, appear to be more or 
less injured, or not injured at all.

compiroiier' S 1. The Comptroller is hereby autjiorised and required, 
to invftitigato whenever the duties of his office will permit, to investigate all 
the accounts, expenditures of money, bargains, and any other 
acts oC the commissioners appointed to drain the Gayuga 
marshes and swamp lands in the valley of the Seneca river, 
and about the Cayuga lake, in relation to such draining. 

Hisffoweriw ^ ^' '^^ facilitate such investigsition, the comptroller shall 
have full power and authority to send for persons and papers, 
and to issue subpoenas for witnesses, and to administer the 
necessary oaths to all such witnesses pr persons who shall at- 
tend before him ; and all subpc&nas which shall be so issued by 
him, shall be of the same force and efiect as if issued by a 
court of criminal jurisdiction, in a cause pending before such 
court.

AN ACT to regulate AuiAion Criers in the Village of

Passed April 20, 1830.

From and after the first day of May, one thousand criente bo 
eight hundred and thirty, it shall not be lawful for any person i>««»«i< 
or persons to act as a crier or bellman, or to cry or give notice 
of auctions or public or private sale or sales of any goods, 
wares, merchandize or other articles, either by individuals or 
public officers ; nor shall it be lawful for any person or persons 
to cry, or give notice by ringing a bell, blowing a horn, or in 
any other way or manner, of any sale or of any auction, or for 
'any other purpose whatever, in the village of Rochester ; un- 
less such person or persons shall have been first appointed and 
licensed by the trustees of the village of Rochester. 

S S. Whoever shall so act as a crier or bellman, in giving Pwaity. 
public notice of any auctions or public or private sale or sales 
of any goods, wares, merchandize, or any other articles what- - 
ever, either by individuals or public officers ; or shall cry, or 
give Qotice by ringing a bell, blowing a horn, or in any other 
way or manner whatever, of any sale, or for any auction, or 
for any other purpose whatever, in the village of Rochester, 
unless so appointed and licensed as aforesaid, shall forfeit and 
pay, for each and every time he or they shall so ofiend against 
any provision of this act, the sum of twenty-five dollars, to the 
trustees of the village of Rochester ; to be sued for and reco- 
vered in an action of debt, by and in the name of the trustees 
of the village of Rochester, before any justice of the peace in 
the county of Monroe.

AN ACT extending the Jurisdu^ion of the Mayor^s Court 
of the City of Albany. 

Passed April 20, 1830. 

The People of the State of New^York^ rqfreseniild in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact asfoUotvs : 
S 1- The mayor's court of the city of Albany 'shall, in all 
eouiL cases, possess the like powers, and have the same jurisdiction 
over crimes and misdemeanors arising within the city of Al- 
bany, which the cpurt of general sessions of the peace of the 
county of Albany now has by law ; and shall^ in addition there- 
to, in case the recorder be of the degree of counsellor at law 
of at least three years standing in the supreme court, have 
power to hear, try, and determine any indictment for any crime 
punishable by imprisonment for life.

issued to him under their hands, to summon a grand jury from 
that part of the county of Albany composing the city of Albany,

\ grand jury shall have all the powers and authority over oflences 
committed in the city of Albany, which grand juries of the 
county now have.

Passed April 20j 1830. • 

The People of the State </ New-York^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly y do enact asfoUows : 

A4ditioiiai S 1* It shall be the duty of the agent of the state-prison 
at Mount-Pleasant, under the direction of the inspectors 
thereof, to construct two hundred additional solitary cells, by 
adding another story to the present building, or in any other 
manner consistent with the original plan of building. 

Appropria- S 2. The sum of ten thousand dollars, to be drawn from 
the treasury on the warrant of the comptroller, is hereby ap- 
propriated for that purpose. 

S S. All moneys in the treasury of this state, appropriated 
to the use of either of the state-prisons, shall be drawn by the 
respective agents thereof, by a warrant from the comptroller 
upon the treasurer, in favor of the agent ; but the agent of 
neither prison shall be permitted to draw, at any one time, or 
to have in his hands, unaccounted for, of any such moneys, at 
any one time, a greater sum than five thousand dollars.

Chap. 332. 

AN ACT vesting in the United States of America^ Juris- 
diction over a certain piece of Land in the Town of 
Watervlietj in the County of Albany. 

Passed April 20, 1880'. 

The People of the State of New- York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

S 1. The jurisdiction of the state of New- York is hereby Degcrioti 
ceded to the United States of America, for the purpose of ^'^^^^ 
erecting and maintaining thereon arsenals, magazines, dock- 
yards and other necessary buildings, over all that certain 
tract, piece or parcel of land, situate, lying and being in the 
town of Watervliet, in the county of Albany^ and bounded as. 
follows, to wit: Beginning at an elm tree standing on the 
west baink of the Hudson river, in the village of Gibbonsville, 
thence runnings by the magnetic meridian in 1828, north six- 
ty-eight degrees west, eighteen chains and seventeen links, to 
a stone in the ground, marked U. S. no. 6; thence south 
twenty-two degrees west, ten chains and seventy-six links, to 
a stone in the ground, marked U. S. no. 7 ; thence north sixty- 
eight degrees west, twelve chains eighty-one links, to a stone 
in the ground, marked U. S. no. 2, at the south side of a new 
road called the Shaker road ; thence along the said road south 
seventy-two degrees west, four chains and twenty-nine links, 
)o a stone in the ground, marked U« S. no. 3, also on the 
south side of said road ; thence, south twenty-two degreeer 
west, six chains and thirty-ibur links, to a stone in the ground, 
marked U. S. no. 4 ; thence south sixty-eight degrees east, 
thirty-five chains and eighty links, to the west shore of the 
Hudson river at low water mark ; thence up the said stream, 
along low water mark, till the place of beginning bears north 
sixty-eight degrees west ; thence from the low water mark 
norUi sixty-eight degrees west, to the place of beginning, to- 
gether with all the land under water lying opposite and east" 
erly of the described premises, which has been heretofore 
granted by letters patent to James Gibbons, by the people of 
the state of New- York ; the evidences of the several purcha- 
ses of the land which is hereby ceded, being recorded in the* 
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office of the clerk of the county of Albany : but always ex- 
cepting and reserving out of the lands above described, the 
land occupied by the Erie canal, one rod on each side thereof, 
and also the public highway. 

c«oiiitiM. S 8. The jurisdiction so ceded to the Unit^ States is 
granted upon the express condition that the state of New- 
York shall retain a concurrent jurisdiction* with the United 
Stales, in and over the tracts of land aforesaid, so far as 
that civil process, in all cases, and such criminal process as 
may issue under the authority of the state of New- York, 
against any person or persons charged with crimes committed 
without the said tract of land, may be executed therem, in the 
same way and manner as if this^ jurisdiction had not been 
ceded. The United States are to retain such jurisdiction so 
long as said tract of land shall be used for thepurposei^ ex- 
pressed in the foregoing section, and no losiger.-

respectively.

\m after the same is laid out,' cause the same to be districted, 
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opened, worked and improved, in like manner as other roads 
in tbeir respective towns. 

The supervisors of the connty of Rensselaer shall audit 
and allow the accounts of the said commissioners, together 
with their surveyor, at the rate of two dollars per day, and 
their chain-bearers one dollar per day for each day spent in 
relation thereto, to be certified to the said board by the said 
commissioners.
